ABOARD S.S. MANHATTAN — After all the 
expense, the technological expertise and data-gather- 
ing research it still’ boils down to man conquering 
fear before he unlocks the door to the unknown. 


And the Manhattan,—which 
turned around Monday to 
head home from her second 
voyage of discovery, has 
aboard the combination of 
daring and data for unlocking 
the frigid doors to the vast 
northern treasure house. 

Parts ‘of the combination 
were found in an old and oft- 
used drawer labelled New- 
ton’s second law. 


And another part was found 
in the courage and skilled 
seamanship which could bring 


Frozen Ocean Highway 


Together, this combination 
has done more than. prove 
that ‘oil can be shipped 


through the frozen ocean. It 


could be as important to the 
development of the whole 
Arctic-as the transcontinental 
railway was to the south. 
Spinning off the same com- 
bination, with only minor 
variations in the sequences 
according to locality, are 
these other possibilities cited,

The Manhattan’s side trip 
to this vicinity proving that 
sea lift was possible outside 
of the six-week ice-free period 
is a vital step towards a 
proposed $100 million invest- 
ment before the iron gets to 
market. 

The Eskimo community “of 
Arctic Bay, more than 450 
miles north of the Arctic 
Circle, could be the first to 
benefit in the eastern Arctic 
from Manhattan's feasibility 
studies. 

Texas Gulf Sulphur, which 
owns a property in nearby 
Strathcona Sound preven at 12 
million tons, could produce up 
to 200,000 tons of concentrates 
annually, ‘mostly high-grade 
zine but some lead and silver 
too 

If the company goes ahead, 
with the help of ice-breaking 
ore carriets, it is expected ‘to 
provide jobs for up to 70 
Arctic Bay Eskimos. The 
optimistic talk is that it will 


go into production in two 
years as the first. working 
mine in the eastern Arctic. 

There is eager speculation 
in Frobisher Bay too—bust- 
ling distribution and adminis- 
trative centre of 2,000 com- 
plete with a busy jetport and 
a high-rise complex of apart- 
ment-hote!, office -and com- 
mercial plaza — strategically 
located between the entrance 
gates to the Northwest Pas- 
sage and Hudson Bay. 

Turning Hudson Bay into a 
year-round shipping route~to 
the geographical heartland of 
Canada now is within the 
realm of possibility.

Hospitals to Get Incentives

Health Minister Ralph Loff- 
mark said Monday a- wide 
range of incentives are being 
designed to encourage B.C. 
hospitals- to improve their 
efficiency. 

He told a press conference 
that cost-cutting in ac- 
celerated patient treatment, 
food and laundry service and 
ambulatory care, for ex- 
ample, will be rewarded in an 
incentive program ‘based on 
share-the-savings approach. 

This will mean that the 
provincial government will set 
a, realisite level of contribu- 
tions toward various costs 
which will give efficient hos- 
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pitals a chance to retain a 
portion of provincial pay- 
ments for other uses at the 
discretion of the - hospital 
board. 


The problem, basically, is 
that hospitals receive an 
amount of money from B.C. 


Hospital Insurance Services. 
for each day a. patient 
occupies a bed. If -the 
hospitals get more efficient, 


patients will be out of hos-. 
pitals sooner and the hospi- 
tals will receive less money. 
Loffmark is seeking, a 
$Sceme where _patients can, get 


out of hsopitals sooner but 
permitting the hospitals .to 
still make money 

SPEED-UP 


Loffmark cited a one month- 
old patient treatment speedup 
program at St. Joseph's Hos- 
pital in Victoria as a pilot 
project. being studied care 
fully foy possible extension. 

It will likely be tested in 
one or two other hospitals, -he 
said, noting that Some hos- 
pitals,. hearing of these 
experiments, may complain 
they are missing out on 
ineentives. But if a program 
is found effective, it will be 
promoted widely, he said.

Economists 
‘Alarmed’

‘NEW YORK (AP)— 
Influential economists 
and investment advisers 
are expressing alarm at 
the present confused 
state of the American 
economy and have be- 
come increasingly criti- 
cal of government fiscal 
and monetary policy. 


Phrases such as money 
panic, money market chaos 
and financial collapse have 
appeared in their evaluations, 
although not always for the 
same reasons, 


The nearest they come to 
agreement is that there is a 
shortage of capital to finance 
government and _ corporate 
spending plans, The goal of 
controlling inflation. by cur- 
tailing spending, they say, has 
collided with spending needs. 

As a result, they say, 
interest rates continue to 
soar, cutting into corporate 
profits and leading to the 
collapse of some stock prices, 

Some feel more money. 
should be released to finance 
these programs. Others main- 
tain that spending plans must 
be scrapped. Talk of credit 
controls, and even controls on 
wages and prices, are becom- 
ing commonplace. 

Ironically, expectations that 
the economy is attempting to 
resume its expansion, without 
the capital to do so, are 
viewed as eentributing to 
possible further disorder in 
stock and bond markets.

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A Foot in the Door 


VIETNAM SITUATION 
and its repercussions in the 
United States and abroad make the 
largest headlines, but events in the 
Middle East carry much more 
ominous overtones. The Vietnam 
conflict, disastrous though it is, 
apparently can be contained within 
Southeast Asia. Recent events in the 
Middle East may well be setting a 
much larger stage for developments 
which will change the world. 


Paramount among these devel- 
opments is the steady build-up of 
Russian political influence and mili- 
tary strength in Egypt. What the 
Czars. longed for over the centuries 
is today an accomplished fact: 
Russia has become a Mediterranean 
power, and without firing a shot. 
Soviet overtures to Egypt’s Presi- 
dent Nasser, hard-pressed by eco- 
nomic difficulties and Israeli growth, 
found success in trade and defensive 
pacts. Egyptian arms were almost 
»wholly supplied by Russia, and when 
‘they were almost wholly obliterated 
by Israeli forces in the Six-Day 
War, they were restored in still 
greater strength. 


The next step was obvious. As 
Israeli attacks and counter-attacks 
continued. in the air and along the 
Suez Canal kept alive by 
continuing. Arab aggressions on 
several fronts —.the Russians had 
to enter the picture in greater 
strength to protect their investment 
In President Nasser. In recent 
months Soviet ground defences, 
Soviet fighter planes and Soviet 
rockets have been deployed in 


increasing numbers-in--the land--of 
the Nile. 

What was once a field of 
influence for France, and then for 
Britain, is now a preserve of the 
Soviet Union. Late reports indicate 
that the Russians are prepared to 
go to severe lengths to halt Israeli 
attacks on Egypt. One dispatch says 
that by September 1, 15,000 Soviet 
troops will be on the ground to man 
missile bases; in addition to the 
many instructors and technicians 
already in Egypt in connection with 
artillery and air strength. 

This is a step of vast significance 
to the world. The ideological ele- 
ment may be largely ignored. The 
important thing is not whether 
Egypt becomes Communist; the 
salient fact is that this key site in 
North Africa, this control point in 
the southern gateway between 
Europe and Asia, is now in the 
hands of Moscow and is not likely to 
be relinquished. Nor is it likely to 
be the end of Soviet expansion in 
this area: it will undoubtedly be 
an intermediate base rather than 
a terminus. 

“Beyond the Alps lies Italy” — 
but beyond Suez lies a_ possible 
Russian empire such as even the 
Czars could not dream of. The 
Soviet Union has its foot well into 
the doorway of destiny, and at this 
point there is virtually nothing its 
great rival, the United States, can 
do about it. At the cost of some 
hundreds of’ Arab and Israeli lives, 
but not a single Russian, a whole 
new page of history has been 
turned. 


Tin-Can Legislation 


HE PROVINCIAL GOVERN- 
ment’s Anti-Litter Act is lit- 
tered with inconsistencies and com- 
promises that could make the 
legislation meaningless. For 
example, cans manufactured in 
British Columbia will be exempt 
from. the. act’s deposit-and-refund 
requirement. In other words, con- 
sumers will have no incentive to 
return the cans; people, being what 
they are, will continue to pollute the 
countryside with B.C. cans. This 
exemption says in effect that 
foreign litter is bad but if the litter 


is manufactured within the province . 


it is acceptable. 

There are at least three British 
Columbia can manufacturers, in- 
cluding one brewery. Under the 
act's conditions they will be exempt 
from the two-cent refund clause if 
they freeze plant capacity at cur- 
rent levels and limit production to a 
five-day week of eight hours a day. 
Even if the government's conditions 
are met, thousands of non 
refundable cans will. still be pro- 
duced each week. Nearly pure juices 
and large containers will still be 


exempt. Enterprising container 
manufacturers may easily circum- 
vent the anti-litter act. 

A brewery or soft-drink manu- 
facturer who has been importing 
cans in which to market his 
products will suddenly find that he 
has to pay two cents refund on each 
can he sells, while competitors using 
British Columbia-made cans are 
exempt. The original legislation 
made no exceptions for cans pro- 
duced in-this province. But an 
unusual clause in the act allows the 
cabinet to exempt “any container or 
sales thereof from the provisions of 
this act and prescribing -the condi- 
tions of such an exemption.” 

Considering the intent of the act 
this clause can only be described as 
a convenient escape hatch. When it 
comes to cOmbating~-pollution, 
British Columbia’s Social Credit 
government has shown a remark- 
able talent for talking but doing 
little. If the Anti-Litter Act is going 
to accomplish what the Legislature 
intended, it will have to be tightened 
up a good deal more than Mr. 
Bennett’s government ‘appears will- 
ing to do. 


How Protective About Parks? 


HE OPINION OF ALBERTA’S 

minister of lands and forests, 
Mr. J. Donovan Ross, that. gas 
reserves in his province are large 
enough to make it unnecessary to 
drill in provincial parks, is only 
modestly reassuring. 

It leaves the implication that if a 
pinch occurs in natural gas, the 
parks become vulnerable. 


The attitude, however, seems, 


somewhat more protective than. 


does that of British Columbia’s 
minister of recreation and conserva- 
tion, Mr.. Kenneth Kiernan, a 
former minister of mines. 

On numerous occasions Mr. 
Kiernan has apparently found it 
quite compatible with the responsi- 
bilities of his. present portfolio to 
permit commercial exploitation in 
parks both by mining interests and 
by loggers. And British Columbia's 
parks act, by design or by 
accident, contains loopholes. which

leave designated parks open to 
assault for profit. This will remain 
the case as long as_ legislation 


‘permits the government to include 


or exclude any section of real estate 
from a park. By simply shifting the 
fence, any protection provided by 
the act becomes ineffectual to the 
part excluded. r 

The Alberta minister’s point of 
view and his announcement of a 
committee project to study re- 
source exploitation in the parks, sug- 
gests a changing attitude. ‘Parks as 
parks and not as resource areas to 
be mined, logged or drilled, will be- 
come the Widely accepted concept of 
the future as thé value of these

Official Fuzziness Masking Pollution 


HE preoccupation of the children 

this spring has been pollution. It is 
the big thing in class esSays and projects 
and they have been deluging editors and 
politicians with 
letter$ demanding to 
know what they did 
about pollution today 
and what they plan 
to do tomorrow. Per- 
sonally, I am not 
disposed to knock it. 
No doubt the pollu- 
tion problem cannot 
be solved overnight 
and # is a very 
perplexing and com- 
plicated subject. But perhaps the kids 
and their simplistic approach are a lot 
closer to the truth than the industrialists, 
the scientists, the bureaucrats and the 
politicians who aré Supposed to know all 
about it. Perhaps the only answer to 
pollution is to stop it, period. 

Because it is becoming despairingly 
clear that the adult experts are locked 
into a political-legal-economic system 
which cannot cope with ecology. It does 
not provide the machinery for trying to 
undo what man has done or proposes to 
do to his environment. 


Two mind-boggling examples of this

incompetence are the pollution of the St.” 


Clair River system by mercury from the 
Dow Chemical plant at Sarnia and the 
more recently revealed pollution of the 
Moira River system north of Belleville 
by arsenic from an abandoned cobalt 
mine and refinery owned by the Deloro 
Mining and Smelting Company in the 
village of Deloro. 

In the Moira River case, it has been 
officially admitted that for the past 10 
years, some 70,000 tons of unsold 
herbicide, calcium arsenite, have been 
leaching into the water. Downstream 
Moira Lake has acted as a settling pond 
and its bottom now contains over 437 
parts per million of arsenic; the bottom 
water and parts of the river are not safe 
to drink. 


Inadequate Safeguards 


And what has the Deloro Mining and 
Smelting Company done, or been re- 
quired to do about this? It has covered 
the calcium arsenite stockpiles (which 
would ,otherwise be exposed to the wind 
and fain) over with clay, and in 1967 it 
dug, at government insistence, a series 
of pits at 50-foot intervals around the 
stockkpiles to catch the seepage water 
and pump it to treatment facilities for 
neutralizing. 

But the stuff is still seeping to the 
river through the ground between the 
eatch pits — as any fool could have told 
them it would do. And nothing bas been 
done about 25 acres of mine tailings on 
the other side of the river which has 
been found to contain ferric arsenate in 
the amount of 5.16 per cent. This can be 
seen after a rain to be running in red 
rivulets to the river. - 

Arsenic, of course, is a deadly poison 
with known cancer-causing properties 
and when the provincial Health Depart- 
ment says “the situation is not com 
sidered alarming’’ it must be presumed 
to believe it; the government would not 
knowingly risk human life. The difficulty 
is that judgment is involved and in this 
area certainty is not possible, 

For many years, for example, the 
safety ‘guidelines’ for arsenic in water 
were accepted by the Health Department 
to be .2 parts per million on a year-round 
basis. But last April this was lowered to 
.6 ppm and it is not impossible that 
further research will lower it still. 

Dow Chemical's pollution of the St 
Clair system with mercury is no less 
incredible. Mercury is indisputably toxte 
to life but the company contends that 
whatever leaked into the river from its 
which is inorganic and*inert in water, 
and that neither it nor anyone else had 
reason to believe metallic mercury could 
interact with the mud bottom of water 
tourses to form methyl meroury, which 
is organic and taken up in the food chain 
of fish. 

« How credible is this argument? Any 
chemist knows that metallic mercury, 
while inert in water, is active with all 


sorts of other things; making methyl 
mercury is no mystery. Methane, the 
other part of methyl mercury, is a form 
‘of hydrocarbon commonly called marsh 
gas. Was it not to be expected therefore 
that metallic mercury could turn into 
methyl mereury when it came into 
contact with the sediment of a river? 

The Legislature’s Committee on Govy- 
ernment Commissions, which looked into 
this matter, could have established what 
Teally happened because its first witness 
was a 2-year Dow employee who 
testified that mercury was indeed 
washed down untrapped sewers into the 
river, and that employees were warned 
not to do it while inspectors from the 
Ontario Water Resources Commission 
were around. He also said Dow knew 
when the inspectors were coming and 
warned its work force with notations in 
log books, a few of which he read to the 
Committee. 

These log books were in the custody 
of Dow’s general counsel, who denied 
they implied what the employee said 
they did. The Committee could have 
ordered the log books produced and 
come to its own conclusion. 

Production of the log books was 
considered briefly and lost in the shuffle; 


and Dow was allowed to escape behind a 
smoke screen of incomplete and contra- 
dictory statements. 

This is inevitable under the parlia- 
mentary committee system. Unlike 
congressional committees, they have no 
counsel or research staff. Their powers 
to investigate are extremely limited. 
When 25 or 30 politicians, few of whom 
have done their homework and all. with 
their own axes to grind, try to ask 
questions at once, the result is bound to 
be discursive if not chaotic. 

James Renwick (NDP, Riverdale) 
was an exception. Childike, he observed 
that mercury in whatever form is a 
dangerous material; should not com- 
panies which use dangerous materials be 
told that they are guarantors in law, 
required to guarantee that their effluent 
is not dangerous to the environment and 
therefore responsible and subject to 


penalties if it is? 


O.W.R.C. Chairman D. R. Collins 
thought not: morally responsible yes, but 
legally no. Mr. Collins, of course, is a 
bureaucrat. Earlier he had told the 
Committee the O.W.R.C. could not 
prosecute Dow because the mercury was 
polluting the river bed, not the water, 
and this was not covered by the law.

Stand on Nuclear Power 


Because of a brief absence from the 
city it was only today that I read the 
interesting articles by Mr. Neil Gaddes 
about the supply of power for the rapidly 
growing needs of Vancouver Island. With 
most of what Mr. Gaddes wrote I am in 
general agreement. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, the author had somehow been 
misinformed on one aspect of the 
problem. This was when he wrote that in 
1967 I had urged the construction of a 
nuclear power plant for southern Van- 
couver Island and that the decision to 
build such a plant should be made, 
preferably, before 1972. 

So far as I can recall, the closest that 
I ever came to such a statement was the 
prediction that in spite of its tremendous 
hydro resources and its enormous 
supplies of fossil fuels British Columbia 
might at some time find it necessary to 
consider the use of nuclear power, and 
that, if so, the most likely place in the 
province would probably be a central or 
northern location on the Island. 

Without going into a long history of 
the public discussions over power policy 
let me state, as clearly as I can, my 
views in regard to-the use of nuclear 
fuels in B.C. 

1. Nuclear power, at the present stage 
in its development, is not commercially 
competitive in aréas where other fuels or 
hydro resources are readily available, In 
British Columbia the only reasons for 
building a nuclear plant — on the Island

or anywhere else — would be the receipt 
of a major subsidy from the Canadian 
Government. This, as I understand it, is 
why Premier Bennett has said that we 
should consider such a plant if Ottawa 
will provide the kind of financial subsidy 
that it has already given, for example, to 
Ontario. 

2. The fact that unsubsidized nuclear 
power would not be commercially 
competitive on Vancouver Island-is only 
one aspect of the problem, The opera- 
tional record of such plants on this 
continent is one of serious unreliability. 
The experience in Britain is very much 
better but even there the problems of 
maintaining consistent operation have 
not yet been satisfactorily resolved. 

3. The danger of pollution from 
nuclear plants and from the disposal of 
their wastes, is still a matter of deep 
concern to many experts. If such a plant 
is at any time to be built in our province 
the very greatest care will have to be 
exercised in the selection of its site and 
in the establishment of rules under which 
it would be allowed to operate. 

Although I have not discussed such 
matters with the Minister in recent 
months I can state quite categorically 
that the statement that there was ever a 
polarization of views on nuclear matters 
in which the Honorable Ray Williston 
was on one side and Dr. Shrum and 
myself on the other is quite inaccurate.

munity. 


Such dazzling shifts served only to 
confirm Talleyrand’s old warning that 
intervention and nonintervention in 
another country’s affairs mean ‘‘about 
the same.” Well-intentioned America 
managed by its tergiversations to end up 
as today’s scapegoat for almost every 
faction in this muffled land. 


The Government, while delighted to 


“be a virtual ally of the West’s greatest 


power, takes pains to underscore current 
weaknesses in American democracy, 
thus implicitly warning against the 
dangers of freedom here. But, for almost 
all the opposition, America has acquired 
an authoritarian, imperialist image. 


Caricature 


In Spain, the United States is neither 
having its cake nor eating it. The 
military base arrangement — about to 
be extended — symbolizes to malcon- 
tents the kind of U.S.A. cartooned 
elsewhere by words like Vietnam, 
Cambodia, Formosa, Greece — each a 
complex, separate subject but useful to 
hostile political warriors. 


It is of little use, alas, to explain that 
American bases here are designed to 
defend world freedom. This attracts no 
credence from those who ache to see 
local freedom restored. 


There is no doubt that Franco still 
attracts considerable personal support 
but there is also no doubt that he is 
decreasingly active. The real executive 
boss today is the Vice-Premier, heavy- 
fisted Adm. Carrero Blanco, known 
antong Madrid sophisticates as “our 
Spiro Agnew."’ And the shadowy power 
behind the scenes is a lay Catholic 
organization called Opus Dei. 


The semi-secret Opus Dei may have 
50,000 Spanish members, has the ear of 
Carrero.Blanco, an overwhelming 
majority of portfolios in the present 
cabinet and enormously influential posi- 
tions in private business. It is detested 
by other Catholics in the opposition, the 
Army, the universities and even the 
rightwing Falange, which it manoeu- 
vring out of Franco’s favor, But hitting 
Opus Dei is like punching a shadow. 


Commercial Talents 


Opus Dei has shown efficient com- 
mercial talents, which undoubtedly 
helped Spain, but these talents have just 
been tarnished by the biggest financial 
scandal in Spanish history, which 
reportedly touched Opus Dei figures. 
Moreover, Opus Dei. inherited much 
blame for continued oppression and 
censorship. 


It is impossible to know precisely how 
many political prisoners remain in jail, 
although the estimate is around 1,400 = 
including many priests. The dictatorship 
has subsided somewhat, but not enough 
to satisfy the youth or educated in’ this 
predominantly young, increasingly bour- 
geois country. And, although the Minister 
of Information assured me the Spanish 
press is freer than England's, news 
papers containing my columns on Spain 
have been seized. 

Slow relaxation of repression "isn’t 
enough to satisfy a suddenly modern 
nation.

‘Church Crisis 


Another said: ‘The Church 1s in a 
crisis. We are heading toward a clash 
with the government and a separation of 
Church and State. The bishops are 
beginning to take positions against the 
government ever more giearly, for 
example on labor unions."’ , 


The monarchy, scheduled to succeed 
Franco, is largely forgotten and Franco's 
personal prestige cannot be handed on to 
Prince Juan Carlos, Opus Dei or Spain's 
“Spiro. Agnew." Therefore, as the 
Generalissimo starts to fade away, one 
sees that a U.S. shift from a Spanish 
policy of quarantine to one of participa- 
tion has only produced the result that 
America is regarded as helping a dying 
dictatorship to survive. } 

It is imperative ‘to avoid the 
Possibility of an anti-American demo- 
cracy in future Spain. One wonders. if 
there is no way to persuade the Spanish 
people, as well as their government, that 
we are genuinely concerned with free

It would 
add value to the copper 
exported from the province 
It would help to build a basis 
for secondary industries. 


But the industry makes 
more money out of shipping 
copper concentrates, and its 
present contracts abroad deal 
with copper concentrates. So 
it did nothing about producing 
a smelter.

An Outpouring of Hate at Blaine 


Here's a perfect example of 
the way in which the mount- 
ing storm of violence in the 
United States gets into our 
heads up here in Canada and 
begins yanking us about like 
puppets on strings of emotion. 

A friend, Don Stainsby, who 
also happens to-work at The 
Sun, recently found himself 
being sucked into the vortex. 

It started with President 
Nixon's invasion of Cambodia. 
Don was, like a lot of us, 
“intensely upset.’’ And sick- 
ened by the deaths of the four 
students at Kent State Col- 
lege. 

, Watching the father of the 
young girl who was murdered 
by National Guardsmen when 
he made his appearance on 
television, Don found that “I 
was not just sympathizing 
with him as I watched, I was 
him.”

Don found himself suddenly 
more willing to listen to what 
the young protesters have 
been saying all along. 

“In my bewilderment, my 
sense of loss if you will, I had 
to do something.

And an audience of 33, 
which included principal Andy 
MeMorland, Esquimalt Mayor 
Arthur Young and parents, 
applauded the decision taken 
at a special board meeting. 

Board chairman Carron 
Jameson, .Victoria Mayor 
Courtney Haddock and parent 
spokesman Mrs. Marjorie 
Moeskau this afternoon were 
to meet Education Minister 
Donald Brothers to discuss the 
Vic West, situation. 

Trustees said Monday it is 
“neither desirable nor pos- 
sible’ to distribute some 200 
Vic West youngsters among 
two Esquimalt schools and a 
portable classroom. 

That's the plan suggested 
last Tuesday in a letter from 


Joe Phillipson, the depart- 
ment’s assistant superintend- 
ent of education. 

The redistrubution scheme 
is an alternative to construc- 
tion of phase two of additions 
to Vic West Elementary, 
which the government says 
can’t take place now because 
of the tight money situation. 

The school board's decision 
means Vic West pupils will 
continue to attend the school’s 
62-year-old main building. 

Trustee Peter Bunn said the 
provincial government de- 
cision to recommend redistri- 
bution rather than release 
funds for construction was an 
economic, not a_ political 
decision. 


‘We Should Not Be Bamboozled’

Slated to Save 


Crystal Garden

Victoria city council will be 
asked Thursday to support 
one last bid to save the Crys- 
tal Garden — and convert it 
into a convention centre. 

Ald. Clyde Savage told a 
special meeting of the city’s 
conveérition centre committee 
this morning he was con- 
vinced the old landmark could 
be saved while answering the 
business community’s cry for 
convention facilities. 

The committee endorsed a 
recommendation that archi- 
tect John A. Di Castri be 
hired to conduct a detailed 
study of the Crystal with a 
view to conversion from 
swimming pool to community 
centre. 

Cost of the study will be 
$3,700. 

BEYOND REPAIR 

“Preliminary studies indi- 
cate that the Crystal could be 
converted for between 
$750,000 and $800,000,” Savage 
said. 

It has already been estab- 
lished that the roof of the 
Crystal is beyond repair and 
that plumbing and electrical 
wiring are archaic and 
dangerous. 

Ald. Percy Frampton said 
he would support the Savage 
move. 

“The building is in an 
excellent location for a con- 
vention centre and with a 
suspended floor, a new roof, 
new plumbing and wiring 
would fill a great need,” 
Frampton said. 

Savage said it is not his 
idea that the city finance the 
conversion job. 

UP TO BUSINESS 

“I think if we donated the 
land and the building to the 
cause, the businessmen in the 
city should raise the capital 
required for the conversion,” 
he said. 

“It would give those who 
have been clamoring for a 
convention centre the oppor- 
tunity to get behind it and 
work for what they want,” he 
added. 

Mayor Courtney Haddock 
said he had _ reservations 
about the conversion proposal. 

“I'd like to see the con- 
vention centre looking some- 
thing like the new (provin- 
cial) museum,” he said. “I 
don’t think we: should go for 
anything makeshift.” 

Haddock said he was sure 
private capital would build a 
centre one day. 

Savage replied that after 
five years of trying to interest 
private capital he was con- 
vinced nothing would happen 
until the city made the first 
move. 

Haddock answered that he 
wasn’t too sure the city could 
handle a convention of 1,700 


delegates (the estimated 
number the Crystal could 
seat). 


“Where would we 
them?” he asked. 

“You're showing a negative 
attitude,” said . Frampton. 
“T've just come back from

| Voting Age Bill 
Given Reading 


WINNIPEG (CP) — The 
Manitoba legislature Monday 
gave second reading to a bill 
which would lowér the voting 
age in_ municipal elections to 
18 from 21 years, and remove 
the citizenship qualification 
for municipal voters. 

The bill, the Local Authori- 
ties Election Act, is made up 
primarily of existing sections 
of; the proyince’s Municipal 
Act and the provincial, Elec- 
tian Act. 


The act would apply to’? 


election of governing bodies in 
municipalities amd school 
divisions, and also to’ referen- 
dufns on money bylaws. 

Under the present Munici- 
pal Act, “an eligible voter 
must be a Canadian citizen, 
or,a British subject resident 
in Canada. 

Wnder the proposed legisla- 
tion, this citizenship qualifica- 
tion is. waived: for voters. 
Although it is stll a require- 
ment for one seeking nomina- 
tion to @ municipal post, the 
prpperty qualification would 
be, removed. 

In addition, the bill 
breadens the classifications of 
non-resident. owners allowed 
to*vote to include owners of 
ledseholdsinterests and Crown 
lafid, which includes a large 
group of summer cottages. 

lowering of the age of 
vofers and standing for nomi- 
nation in municipal elections 
is dn line with similar amend- 
ments to the provincial Elec- 
tions Act, passed last year. 

In introducing the bill in the 
legislature several weeks 
ago, Municipal Affairs Minis- 
ter: Howard Pawley noted that 
the legislature’s standing 
affairs had fecommended that 
committee on municipal 
borrowing bylaws of munici- 
palities not be submitted to 
the voters. 

He said the section of the 
act dealing with money by- 
laws may be used sparingly. 

fn addition, the legislation 
would make a number of, 
changes in the machinery of 
loeal elections, including the 
appdintment of a_ revising 
officer, to carry out election 
duties formerly carried on by 
a county court judge. 

The bill also attempts to 
simplify voting procedures for 
incapacitated persons. 

The bill is to be referred to 
the municipal affairs com- 
mittee, where representations 
will be received. from muni- 
cipal officials.

Sixteen Young Men 
Stopped Iroquois 


By BOB BOWMAN 

Among the heroes of Ca- 
nadian history are Dollard 
des Orneaux and his 16 
companions who saved Mont- 
real from the Iroquois in 1660 
It is difficult to give an exact 
date of the action. Various 
historians have suggested 
May 10, 21 and 26. 

Adam Dollard (his real 
name) came to Montreal 
from France in 1657 under 
some ‘sort of cloud and he 
was keen to re-establish his 
good name. His‘ opportunity 
came when it was learned 
that the Iroquois were _plan- 
ning a campaign to wipe out 
Montreal. Dollard was 
granted permission by 
Maisonneuve to try to check 
them at a position on the 
Ottawa River. The plan was 
to prevent them from joining 
another Iroquois force on the 
Richelieu River 

Sixteen men volunteered to 
go-—with_him—and_along the 
way they were joined by 40 
Hurons and four Algonquins. 
They had just established a 
position by the Long Sault 
rapids when 300 Iroquois 
appeared, paddling down the 
river. They were driven off 
successfully, but kept coming 
back in waves and the 
fighting went on for five days. 

Dollard’s Indians deserted, 
except Chief Annaotaha, and 
gradually the pressure of the 
Iroquois attacks became too 
much for the small garrison. 
The end came when Dollard 
tried to throw a hand grenade 


over the walls of his stockade. | 


It hjt_the top, fell back, and 
exploded. Then the Iroquois 
swarmed in and Dollard was 
the first to be killed. There 
were. no survivors although 
the Iroquois’ tortured several 
of the men for days. 


News of the action did not | 


reach Montreal until six 


weeks later. The dead men 
were found by Pierre Radis- 
son who was bringing furs to 
Montreal. However, there was 


no sign of the Iroquois. They | 


had decided that if such a 
smal] group of French fight- 
ers could do so’ much 
Gamage what chance would 
they have against the much 
larger garrison at Montreal? 
They gave up the campaign,

A single super-ship could 
deliver twice the quantity in a 
month-long vouage at any 
time of the year — and much 
more than that amount will 
be needed soon to meet the 
supply demands of a re- 
sources boom that is rapidly 
gathering way. 

And, if year-round super- 
tankers becom important to 
Alaska’s north slope oil de- 
velopment, ‘then they also will 
be vital to Canada’s Arctic oil 
future which, potentially, is 
much richer. 

The Canadian Petroleum 
Association recently took all 
the estimates of oil companies 
exploring in Canada and 
computed an ultimate oil 
potential totalling 120 billion 
barrels for all the  sedi- 
mentary areas in the country 
and on its continental shelves. 

About 50 billion barrels, just 
over 40 per cent of total 
Canadian potential, lies in the 
Arctic archipelago “and the 
Mackenzie Delta. .That is 
almost double the estimated 
‘potential of Alberta, Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba put 
together. 

“Between the Leduc 
covery in 1947 and 1969, the 
oil industry spent some $14 
billion on exploration in 
Canada, including only about 
$250 million in, the north,” 
points out Harry Woodward, 
chief of the mineral section in 
the northern Economic De- 
velopment .branch in Ottawa. 

“By those figures, we can 
expect that the oi] industry 
will spend $15 to $20 billion 
north of the Arctic Cirele in 
the next decade or two to 
realize the potential that is 
there.”

‘Retarded Treated 


As War 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
200,000 mentally retarded per- 
sons in the United States fre- 
quently receive treatment 
comparable to that of prison- 
ers-of-war, says the presi- 
dent’s committee on mental 
retardation. 


A four-year study released 
Monday by the committee 
said mentally retarded per- 
sons confined to tax-supported 
institutions receive only ‘‘de- 
humanizing custodial care.” 

Drastic improvement is es- 
sential or the _ institutions 
which offer away-from-home 
residential care for mentally 
retarded persons, it said. 

Raymond Vowell, vice-chan- 
cellot of the University of 
Texas and chairman of the 
commission, said a system of 
acereditation for the institu- 
tion is being prepared. 


The committee emphasized 
the retarded must be permit- 
ted to live as normal a life as 
possible in a residential set- 
ting, in contrast to the “‘inher- 
ited philosophy ... of isola- 


tion, coupled with disease-ori- 


ented treatment,” that pre- 
vails ‘today. 

Specific recommendations 
included : 


—A review of each patient's 
history at least once a year, 
appointment of legal guardi- 
ans to look after the civil and 
human rights of each retarded 
person, and a guarantee of

On Creek Controversy

DUNCAN — “To _ keep 
peace,” Dawson Construction 
Ltd. has stopped pumping 
water from Inwood Creek for 
the Lake Cowichan Road 
project. 


The company will ask the 
water rights branch for a 
temporary permit to take 
water from Somenos Lake at 
Duncan. 

“In view of the public’s 
concern and the fact that the 
creek is being used for 
domestic purposes Dawson 
Construction advised me that 
they ceased pumping water 
from Inwood Creek on 
Friday,’’ said Peter Odynsky, 
district engineer who inspects 
and reports, on all water 


| applications for water rights 


branch. 


Odynsky said that Dawson 
now has applied for a permit 
to take water from Somenos 
Lake. 


“The lake is over three 
miles east of where they are 
working and Inwood Creek is 
right at the project,” he 
pointed out. 


COMPLAINT SIGNED 


Irate licence-holders on the 
creek complained that not 
only was the company 
‘polluting their water system 
but if they, continued to draw 
an average of 60,000 gallons 
of water a day it would drain 
the creek. About 30 people 
| derive drinking water from 
the creek in the area ap- 
proximately five miles west 
of Duncan. 

Bob Gregson, 42, of Duncan, 
spokesman for the group, 
delivered a petition to the 
comptroller of the water 
rights branch in Victoria

Permits are issued quickly, 
he said, and we know there is 
water for use on Somenos 
Lake. 

Odynsky said the penalty 
for committing an offence 
against the Water Act is a 
fine not exceeding $250 and if 
in default of paying imprison- 
ment not exceeding 12 
months, 


“The part that Gregson 
wouldn’t buy from me," he 
said, “is that neither I nor 
Jack . Fox, conservation 
officer in Dunean, can lay a 
charge of the Water Act and 
I don’t lay charges because I 
do not have the power of a 
constable. Mr. Fox only has 
the power of a constable to 
issue tickets for offences 
against the Game Act.

I am the guy in 
charge of the Water Acdhand 
I don't issue tickets.”

ABOARD. S.S.- MANHATTAN. —- After all the 
expense, the technological expertise and data-gather- 
ing research it still boils down to man conquering 
fear before he unlocks the door to the unknown. 


And the Manhattan, which 
turned around Monday to 
head home from her second 
voyage of discovery, has 
aboard the combination of 
daring and data for unlocking 
the frigid doors to the vast 
northern treasure house. 

Parts of the combination 
were found in an old and oft- 
used drawer labelled New- 
ton’s second law. 

And another part was found 
in the courage and skilled 
seamanship which could bring 
the command-—to para- 
phrase—‘Damn the icebergs, 
full speed ahead" because 
beyond the fearsome moun- 
tains of ice could be spotted 
telltale greenish ice cracks 
and tiny patches of blue 
water, 


Together, this combination 
has done more than prove 
that oil can be shipped 
through the frozen ocean. It 
could be as important to the 
development of the whole 
Arctic as the transcontinental 
railway was to the south. 

Spinning off the same com- 


bination, with only minor 
variations in the sequences 
according to locality, are 


these other possibilities cited, 
for Openers, by excited 
northerners. 

At Pond Inlet, on the 
northeast coast of Baffin 
Island where Manhattan 
came within almost a score 
miles last week, the vision 
arises of a year-round dock 
nearby for loading huge iron 
ore carriers.

million tons, could produce up 


to 200,000 tons of concentrates 
annually, mostly high-grade 
zine but some lead and silver 
too.

Health Minister Ralph Loff- 
mark said Monday a wide 
range of incentives are being 
designed to encourage B.C 
hospitals to improve their 
efficiency, 


He told a press conference 
that cost-cutting in aec- 
celerated patient treatment, 
food and laundry service and 
ambulatory care, for ex- 
ample, will be rewarded in an 
incentive program based on 
the-savings approach. 

This will mean that the 
provincial goverhment wil] sét 
a realisite level of contribu- 
tions toward various costs 
which.will give efficient hos- 
pitals a chance to retain a 
portion of provincial pay- 
ments for other uses at the 
discretion of “the hospital 
board. 

The problem, basically, is 
that hospitals receive an 
amount of money~from B.C.

Loffmark cited a one month- 
old patient treatment speedup 
program at St. Joseph's Hos- 
pital in Victoria as a_ pilot 
project being studied care- 
fully for possible extension.

Arctic for a first-hand examination of the accomplishments 
Of the ice-breaking supertanker Manhattan, on a data- 
seeking exercise. Here is his report.) 


ABOARD S.S. MANHATTAN — After all the 
expense, the technological expertise and data-gather- 
ing research it still boils down to man conquering 
fear before he unlocks the door to the unknown. 


And the Manhattan, which 
turned around Monday to 
head home from her sécand 
voyage of discovery, has 
aboard the combination of 
daring and data for unlocking 
the frigid doors to the vast 
northern treasure house. 

Parts of the combination 
were found in an old and oft- 
used drawer labelled New- 
ton’s second law. 

And another part was found 
in the courage and skilled 
seamanship which could bring 
the command-—to para- 
phrase—“‘Damn the icebergs, 
full. speed ahead’ because 
beyond the fearsome moun- 
tains of ice could be spotted 


Together, this combination 
has done more than prove 
that oil can be shipped 
through the frozen ocean. It 
could be as important to the 
development of the whole 
Arctic as the transcontinental 
railway was to the south. 
Spinning off the same com- 


bination, with only minor 
variations in the sequences 
according to locality, are 


these other possibilities cited 


for openers, by excited 
northerners. 

At Pond Inlet, on the 
northeast coast of Baffin 
Island where Manhattan 
came within almost a score 
miles last week, the vision 


arises of a year-round dock 
nearby for loading huge iron 
ore carriers.

The Eskimo community of 
Arctic Bay, more than -450 
miles north of the Arctic 


Circle, could be the first to 
benefit in the eastern Arctic 
from Manhattan's feasibility 
Studies. 

Texas Gulf Sulphur, which 
owns. a property in nearby 
Strathcona Sound proven at 12 
million tons, could produce up 
to 200,000 tons of concentrates 
annually, mostly high-grade 
zinc but some lead and silver 
too 


If the company goes ahead, 
with the help of ice-breaking 
ore carriers, it is expected to 
provide jobs for up to 70 
Arctic Bay Eskimos. The 
optimistic talk is that it will 
go into production in two 
years as the first working 
mine in the eastern Arctic. 


There is eager speculation 
in Frobisher Bay too—bust- 
ling distribution and adminis- 
trative centre of 2,000 com- 
plete with a busy jetport and 
a high-rise complex of apart- 
ment-hotel, office and com-

Loffmark is seeking a

still make money

Loffmark cited a one month- 
old patient treatment speedup 
program at St. Joseph's Hos- 
pital in Victoria as a pilot 
project being studied care- 
fully for possible extension. 

It will likely be tested in 
one or two other hospitals, he 
said, noting that some hos- 
pitals, hearing of these 
experiments, may complain 
they are missing out on 
incentives. But if a program 
is found effective, it will be 
promoted widely, he said. 

Loffmark said he hasn't 
had a formal report from St 
Joseph's on its accelerated 
patient program but said he 
understands it has resulted 
in marked efficiency improve- 
ments
